FRANK LARA NAMED P.R. 
FOR TRANSIT DIST. 

An experienced public relations man, who 
speaks Spanish as well as English and has 
a strong interest in environmental problems, 
has been named Transportation Marketing 
Officer for the County Transit District. 

Frank Lara, 43, of Los Gatos, has been ap¬ 
pointed to the position by James T. Pott, 
assistant executive officer of rffé Distria. 
He will start work April 9. 

Lara, an independent public relations con¬ 
sultant, until recently was associated with 
the public relations office of Ken Roed. 

Lara’s 15 years in the public relations field 
includes five years with the National Wild¬ 
life Federation, plus service with the Amer¬ 
ican Forest Produas Industry, the Weyer¬ 
haeuser Co., and public relations firms in the 
Bay Area. 

Previous to joining the wildlife federation 
he was a U.S. Forest Service Ranger, and he 
worked for two years in Liberia under the

Todavía, despúes 
de 24 siglos, tienen aplicación en el mun¬ 
do moderno. 

1.a preocupación por profundizar la 
personalidad se ve todos los días en el in¬ 
terés casi fanático en los horóscopos, la 
magia negra, la profecía y toda clase de 
análisis. Muchos se ríen de la quiroman¬ 
cía, es decir la adivinación por las rayas 
de la mano, pero con cierta curiosidad in¬ 
fantil, permiten que una gitana lea su pal¬ 
ma.

Es imposible leer la Biblia con sinceridad durante 
mucho tiempo sin dirigirse a Dios en oración autén¬ 
tica. Y cuando uno invoca su nombre, descubre 
que El está cerca. En ese momento se conoce uno 
a sí mismo y al Dios que lo creó y que le ama.

Any veteran who feels that he has been 
wrongfully discharged from military service 
under other than honorable conditions has 
the right to appeal his discharge, however, 
there is a time limitation of 15 years from 
the date of discharge. In the past 3 months 
our office has prepared and forwarded 18 
appeals for review of discharge to the re¬ 
spective review hoards. If you believe that 
you were unfairly discharged or have 
changed since given a bad discharge and wish 
to have it reviewed come in and see us. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Q. My husband and I are both veterans, 
entitled to schooling benefits under the GI 
Bill. May we both claim our two children 
as dependents and be paid for them, and 
may we both claim each other as depend¬ 
ents? 

A. Both of you may claim the children 
as dependents and your husband may claim 
you as a dependent; however, you may claim 
your husband as your dependent only if he 
is physically or mentally incapable of self- 
support. ® ** 

Q. I was discharged last year after three 
years of active duty, and want to buy a small 
grocery store. Can I get a GI business loan 
for this purpose? 

A. If this was your only-period of service 
the answer is no. You might contact an of¬ 
fice of the Small Business Administration or 
attempt to obtain a loan through private 
sources. 

Q. The savings and loan institution which 
gave me my.GI home loan notified^ me re¬ 
cently that the interest rate of my balance 
would be raised because of the rising cost of 
money. Is this legal? 

A. No. Veterans Administration regula¬ 
tions do not permit interest rates to be in¬ 
creased above the contract rate agreed upon 
at the time the loan was made.
